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DOES A FEE LICENSE COUNSEL TO
DEFEND DISHONESTY?
From the N, Y, Times,

We are going to touch on o very delioate
and di!ﬂclﬁt gubject, but itis one to which
we oan hardly help coming, after what we
havo said on various occasions during the
Iast three or four months with regard to the
relations pf the bar to the judiciary, and to
the conffounity ot lsrgo. Moreover, the
gquestion which we are going toask is one
which, wa venture to say, has risen a hundred
times in the mind of every honest man who
hias watohod the conrse of the Erie litigation
in our conrts during the last year or two. It
is this: —The defects of our judicial system
being what they are, and the character of
judges being what it is, what is the duty of
ecounsal in the matter of using these defects,
and the bad charnoter of the gndges, in aid of
the schemes of notorious scoundrels?
To come down to particulars—or, as
Lord Bacon says, to clothe our case
in cironmstanoss—is it, or i8 it mnot,
the duty of leading men at our Bar to place
their professional services at the disposal of
Fink, Gould & Co., and, in consideration of
cash down, use all the ability they possess,
and all the advantages the admitted faults
of our law and the admitted dishonesty of
our judges give them, to help these worthies
in carrying out any attacks on the property of
other people which may suggest themselves
tothom 7 We believe it is not denied that
Fisk and Gould's dealings with the property
of the stockholders of the Erie l(ourf has
been in the nature of a swindle, or, at all
events, a gross breach of trust; and we
believe it is not denied that these breaches
of trust would not have been possible if our
judicial system nnd jndges were what they
ought to be. Remember, we are not now
talking about technical breach of trust, and
weo hope, theréfore, no lawyer will give him-
solf the trouble to write us a letter showing
us that Fisk and Gonld are not frandulent
trostees under the statute. What we mean is,
that they have, in the eyes of the commu-
nity, and beyond all manner of doubt, de-
stroyed or appropriated, or failed to preserve,
immense amounts of property belonging to
others, and committed to their care; and it 18
believed, and has never been denied, so far
a8 wo know, that they during this swindle
had corrupt relations with at least one Judge
on the bench, which have made hiwa their
subservient tool, and prevented him ever
denying any order for which they asked!
They occupy, in short, the position of ene-
mies of nearly everything the community
holds dear, poisoning its morals as well as its
jurisprudence through their career.

We know very well that the general rle iy
that it is the business of the lawyer to put
the legal machinery in motion for every man
who pays him, and that it would not (iov—in
fact, might often operate ns a denial of jus-
tico—for lawyers to sorutinize too closely their
client's probity. Any such practice, even if
it were possible, wonld often operate as a
denial o% justice. We know, too, what
license some practitioners and moralista
have claimed for the advocate, both in the
choice of his causes, and in his manner of
condueting them, Brougham's celebrated de-
finition of his duty to his client, every school-
boy is familiar with; though Brougham spoke
of his duty after he had accepted the retaznor.
Wae trust, however, that for the honor of
human nature, nobar has ever actedon any such
rule. No body of lawyers have ever man-
aged to rid themselves so completely of all
ponse of moral responsibility and intellectual

ride, as to take n.l} causes that were brought

o them, without any regard to their merits,
Neoarly every lawyer, in faot, draws the line
gomewhere, and adopts some principle of
selection. Some will not take eriminal or
divorce cases; others will not appear in cer-
tain courts, and others will not appear except
in cages involving very large interests. One
of the rewards of success at the Bar, indeed,
is the increased liberty of choice it gives the
lawyer as regards the character of his busi-
negs. To aman of high character and aims,
and sensible of his obligations to his country
and to civilization, it gives a chance of com-
ing very near the popular ideal of the advo-
cate, of the defender of the oppressed, the
ursuer of the wrong-doer, the very ear of
justios herself. We believe we may say,
without hesitation, tuat the usage of the Bar
of all ecivilized countries imposes on
the leading men of the profession the
duty of refusing the briefs of notori-
ons rascals, or helping them in sny way
in the perpetration of moral frauds. A case
was roported the other dayin the Queen's
Bench in London, in which a woman of light
character sued an attorney for not defending
an action, and letting judgment be taken
against her by default. He proved that he
rafused to defend it for her, ns she admitted
the olaim, and ouly sought for delay, and
that her expectation that he would defend it
was excited by a mistake of his clerk. The
jury found for him without hesitation, and
the Lord Chiel Justics strongly commended
him, and stated his course s that which
was incumbent on all respectalle prac-
titioners; and yet the standard of profes-
sional morals in England is not nearly as
high nmong the attorneys as it is among the
barristers.

Of conrse, it may he snid, and probably
will be said by any lawyer:—*If I refuse to
nccept the retainers of scoundrels, they will
go to some one else, who will nceept themm,
and then the result will be the same in the
end.” But then keeping a brothel or any
other disrepntable calling may be defended in
the same way. Some one is sure to keep as
many as there is demand for, and why
should not you? Besides, we deny that it
makes no difference who brings the cases of
rasoals into court, as long as they are
brought by some one. It makes a great deal
of difference. If they are brought Ly men
from the lower walks of the profession, Le-
cause noné others will bring them, the very
fact stamps them with moral opprobriutm, and
oulls the sttention of the public to their real
nature, Public sentiment roceives no great
injury from seeing a Tombs shyster defend-
ing lattery policy Hﬁnlurs or mock anctionesra,
but publie sentiment would derive serious in-
jllr?r from the entrance of Mr. Evarts or Mr,
O'Conor on that line of business.

Every time, in short, n man in any con.
ipicuons position, who is honored for his
tulents or learning or industry, laads peopls
to Ueliove that he cares for nothing but
money in the prosecution of his calling, he
mdoubtedly weakens the popnlar faith in the
very existenge of morality. And there is no
denying il, good men have been not n littls
painad and shocked to ses that Fisk and
Gonld bave been able to find their legal
ngents among the forewost jurists in the

, country, and even among the members of
Henry Ward Boecher's churgh,

In prdinary times we might traat their re-

lutions with fheir legal advisers as an ineident

which, however regretable, possengoed no groat [
importance for the public. Bul these times
are nob ordinary. We are approsching in this
SBiale one of the gravest orises & civilized
community has ever had to encounter, and
prave orises enll for plain speaking. The bar,
we repeat, is the guardisn of onr jurispru-
denceand onr judicial morals, andif it is going
to resolutely refuse the trust, and even its
foromost men take for their motto **The
Devil take the hindmost,” the people ought to
know of it in lime,

THE TELEGRAPH OPERATORS' STRIKE
From the N. Y. Worlil

Telegraph operators are commonly n more
intelligent class than so-called working-men,
yet there has been for many months among
the latter class no #trike go needless and so
incapable to command public sympathy as
this of the former class, on their own show-
ing, appears to be.

The right of telograph operators or any
other wage-receivers to combine to resist a
reduction of wages, or to obtain an inorease
of wages, we do not dispute, but, on the con.
trary, would uphold, if it wero powerfully
disputed. This right, however, is not to be
dissocinted from their duty not to inflict such
evil npon themselves and inconvenience upon
the public as they are now inflioting, without
sufficient and certain canse. It eannot have
been the duty of the operators’ organization
to order a strike before avery reasonable at-
tempt was made to effect with their employ-
ers a fair conciliation of differences. It can
never be the duty of that or any other simi-
lar organization to claim, as they impliedly
claim, exclusive power to settle the amount
of wages thoy will roceive. That is as palpa-
bly unjust a claim as if the Western Union
Company should claim exclusive power to
gettle the amount of work they will receive
or wages they will pay.

Wage-receivers iu this country will never
advance themselves to the position of
strength and public respeot which they
should deserve and receive until they ocan
learn to eonsider themselves as but one of two
parties to a bargain—entitled, indeed, to an
equal voice which only the power to combine
and to strike work if need be canm render
audible to narrow-minded and avaricious em-
ployers, but not entitled to more than an
equal voice, not entitled to an exclusive
voice. The workingmen of Great Britain un-
derstand their interests better. Strikes are
there growing more infrequent every year:
courts of conciliation or arbitrament are mul-
tiplying.

On tho state of facts disclosed by the ope-
rators for themselves, and by the ecompany
for itself, public sympathy, which is reason-
ing and desires to be just, will go with the
company. The officers of the company
gearcely claim what they are entitled to claim
—a right to have half a voice on the question of
wages and work. They claim the right to an
exclusive voice on the question of how many
men in this'office, how few men in that, a
thrifty conduct of their business enjoins them
toemploy. Under the limitation suggested,
that tﬂe relation of wages to work where they
bave but half a voice remains unaltered, this
exclusive right cannot be denied them by
operators or anybody else. It is needful to
the good management of their business—is
an essentially cardinal part of it. It is the
hinge of profit or loss. As towargds wage-
receivers, it may be regarded as analogous to
the right maintained by them of withdrav-
ing many men from work, under the con-
straint of organization, who would prefer in
their own private interest to continne work
at wages repudiated by the striking autho-
rity.

(.ylne result of this telegraph strike is likely
enough to be renewad impulsion given to the
invention of labor-saving instrumeonts, en-
abling telegraph companies to dispense with
a good many brigades in their present arm
of operators. It is claimed, indeed, that suo
an instrument has been invented by Mr,
Little, and that it will be put in operation
over the wires of the National Telegraph
Eﬂﬂlp&n)‘ when thore wires got themselves

uilt.

Mr, Little's invention is now attracting
considerable attention from experts in tele-
graphy, and the philosophy of it is worth
stating briefly. Intelligence is sent over tele-

a‘;(h wires by a continuons eleotric current

roken at longer or shorter intervals, the
brealks, too, varying in length. These breaks
and these intervals between the breaks made
at the transmitting end, or heard or recorded
at the receiving end, constitute a sign lan-

wage, easily translated from dots and dashes
into letters and words. The present limits
upon the speed of transmitting this sign lan-
guage are two. The human hand cannot
make more of the needful muscular contrac-
tions in an honr than those required of an
operator in sending say 1000 words. At
the receiving end the capacity of the
enr to discriminate sounds from silence,
and sounds of wvarying length from each
other, may pass the muscular limit of
the hand, but certainly it has a limit of
its own. Little's invention undertakes the
extension of both limits. He breaks the cnr-
rent ten times faster than figures can push
and withdraw. e records these breaks, in
all their variety of interval and of length,
faster than the ear can hear, It hears only
a continuous hum at either end. The breaks
are made by passing properly perforated
posper, itself non-conducting, through the
courne of the enrrent, 'They are recordad on
properly sensitized paper in which the chemi-
eals are decomposed by the electric current
and leave a stain corresponding to every per-
foration in the paper-ribbon at the transmit-
ting station, and, of course, are as onsily read.
An essential part of the invention is the per-
forating machine, which, since it can work
not much faster than a Morse operator, must
be reduplicated and each manned by a sepa-
rute operator to keep even one wire busy.
The saving is expocted to be in the cost of
the less skilled labor required for the perfora-
tors and the fower wires roquired to carry a
given amount of Lusiness,

SHALL WE FUND OUR DEBT IN AN
AMERICAN CONSOL?

Frem tha N, Y. Tribuna

Grreat Britain owes four thousand millions
of dollars; the United States but lwenty-five
bundred millions. The annual interest on
the Dritish debt is § 120,000,000; on ours, very
nearly the same. In other words, we are pay-
ing a8 much interest on the fwo thousand
millions of our debt that besr interest as
(Gireat Britain pays on double the amount,

Oughé we to let this mortifying contrast
oontinne indeflnitely without making an
energetio effort to efface it ?

Wa sannot plead that those who eontracted
the debt placed it beyond onr present reach.

On the contrary, they, though struggliuq
desperately for the life of the republie, an
spending millions per day in & most exhaunst-
ing civil war, foresaw that pence wounld soon
engble us to borrow at far lower rates than
were then attainable, Bo, whenthey borrowod
at 7 3-10 per cent., they borrowed for threo
yems only, and when they borrowed at six

or cent. they borrowed fer no inore than

ve yeurs, though with a stipulation that

they might pay at any time theréaftor within
the next fiftoan years. The bulk of our debt
now exiats in the form of thesa “five-bwen-
ties,” drawing six por cent, interest, A much
smaller amount oconsiats of ‘‘ten-forties,
drawing five per cent, The “‘fiverlwoentios”
ara nll now within the Government's reach,
having been issuad moras than five yaars ago;
the *“ten-forties” becomeso in 1872 or 1587,

Wo any that wo onght to begin forthwith
the funding of the five-twentiesin a consol or
long bond, payable#pecifieally in coin, exemp!
from taxation, and (partly in oconseguence)
drawing an interest of but 4 to 4} per cont.
Wa insist that, with good management and a

good incoms, one thousand millions of
our present debt may soon bo funded
in moch a consol; suving to the Trea-

sury fifteen to twenty millions of interest par
annum,

As we havo already stated, the vital condi

tion precedent of such a conversion is present
finaneiol strength. 1f we ara too poor to
pay our debt if we weuld, we cannot borrow
at low interest the means wherewith to re.
deem our bonds now drawing a rate too high
for a thoroughly solvent nation, too low for
onao that isinsolvent. If wae are too dishonest
to pay if we could, we can hardly borrow at
all. In order to fund our debt in the pro-
poged consol, we must convince the capital-
i5ts of either hemisphere that we can and will
pay to the uttermost farthing. And the best
way to convince them of this is to Aeep pay-
mng.
All this we have urged again and again for
years., We urged it when the policy of pay-
ing wis nowise complicated with other gues.
tions. Wa urged it before thera was any
President Grant or Secretary DBoutwell,
though we are very glad that there are now a
President and Finance Minister who also
commend the policy of proving our national
golvency by paying. We have quoted the
President's late message and tho Secretary’s
simultaneous report, not at all ps anthority, but
because their positions confirmed our own,
and the considerations whereby they were
maintained scemed to us irresistible,

The N, Y. T¥mes talls its readers that

“Funding the debt nt a lower rate of Interest (s an
operstion for the future. It 18 lmpracticable now.
With our six per conta below par, it were folly to
think serlously of foating & four per cent. security
at that rate.”

—How much balow par are our six per
cents.? And how mush have they appraciated
within the ten months of (h-nel’ull Grant's
administration? They cerlainly have risen
mere than balf-way to par within that brief
term, during which we have paid off some
eighty millions of our debt. Who dounbis
that they will be above par at the close of tan
months more of the same sort? Why not keep
the road that we have thus far travelad so sne-
cessfully?

-“But how will that
four per cent?

Possibly, not at all. But let it be settled
and understood that never, never shall wa
stop paying till our debt is wiped ont,
and every one will know that our Consols
must steadily appreciate. And, while a six
per cent. that the ‘Ireasury may call in to-
morrow o next year may range very little
above par, a | or 1} that has thirty years to
run, and which is certuin to grow scarcer with
the lapse of each year, may commund a higher
price. All depends on our ability, reinforced
by our determination to get ont of debt.

The adversaries of the paying and funding
policy face a dozen ways at once, They clamor
tor resumption and against resumption; they
would bave the cart before the horse, or the
horse riding in the carb—any or every thing
that is impracticable or irrelevant. We must
rasume before we fund: but wo must neither
resume nor fund for several years yeb, Gov-
ernor Hoffman's message is a fair sample of
their captious querulousness and determina.
tion to find fault any how. His assertion
that the greenbncks are payable on demand is
a fair specimen of their missiles,

Now we want specie payment resumed,
and the national debt funded in a consol
bearing a low interest—each of them so soon
a8 may be—and we do not desire that either
be postponed to the other. Let us resolve to
pay ten millions per month of the principal
of our debt, and keep doing it, and both re-
sumption and funding will come abput as
naturally as March suns and rains insure #he
disappearance of winter snows. Resump-
tion and funding are twins, and cannot be
made antagonists. Hasten their welcomo
rinmph !

FISH MAKING FIGIHT.

The Hon. Hamilton Fish is making fight
n a new direotion against the republicans of
Ouba, He published recently in the Herald,
with all the authority of his great name as a
statesman, a positive declaration that the
Cuban revolution is all over, and that thers
nre now no republicans in the whole island
except a few bands of robbers who lurk in
the mountains, and who must soon sur-
render to Mr. Figh's friends the Spaniards, or
else perish of starvation. The revolution
baving been thus suppressed by Spanish arms,
Mr. Fish announoes that he is going to buy
the island, and annex it to the United States,

We have often heard this tale before; and
now it is nothing but an atlempt on the part
of Mr. Sidoey Webster and Mr. Fish to
bumbug the American poople, and escape
from the disagreeabls complieation in which
they are personally involved. This one, the
gon-in-law, is counsel{or the Spanish Govern-
mwent; the other, the father-in-law, is Beora-
ptary of Btate. The lawyer would naturally
like to mwnke money out of commissions on
the purchase of Cuba; the Secretary of State
wishies to keep an elavnted office for which he
is utterly unfit, so that he can coutinue to be
n great man contrary to the decres of
pature. Between them they get up this story
of the failure of the revolntion, and this pro-
ject of buying the island,

As for the revolution having broken down,
that is something we have heard of before,
General Dulee ured to reporl it more than a
year ago; De Rodas has never coased to send
telegrams to Madrid to the same purport; and
Mr. Fish hus told it on every ocoasion for
these three months—on what ridiculous
authority bis recent communication to Con-
gress demonstrates, Nevertheless the re.
publicans bave steadily gained strength in
Cuba, and the Spanish forces have required
constant reinforcements to save them from
the necessity of abandoning the island.  And
the falsshood is just as false when published
pow by Hemilton Fish as when published by
a Spanish Captain-Geneval at Havana during
every month of the year,

The purchase of Cuba might have been
practicable a year ago, and we are not cerlain
that it may not still be practicable. Every
day that it is delayed diminishes the valne of
the island; and if it is put off much longer.
we shall not be likely to pay very extrava-
gantly for the property. As it is the best
thing in Cuba is the Cuban peopls®a brave,
determined, steady set of men, resolved usyer
to submit to the despotism of Mr. Webster's
Spanish  clients and Mr, Fish's  BSpanish
friends. Por these people we shall not neadl
to give a great deal of monsy. They ure

ennble us to fund at

Americans born, aud will natueally gravitate

to the Xmerican ropublic without money and
withot price. Mr, Fish will nobseed to oy
them, and they will not desire any moro {nti-
mate relation with him than that of an
enemy. All that is Hpanish they hate by a
natural inatinet, and Mr, Fish they justly re-
gard as Spanish, i

It is vain for ithe Becretary of Biats to
trumip np thesa Spanish falke reports for the
postponement of bis doom. He isin office
not becanse he ia it for it, but becanse he
gave presents Lo General Cirant; his ofsial
conduot has covered the administration and
the country with inextinguishable shama, and
no guantity of Spanish canards can suffics to
keep him in offige munch longer. The Ameri-
can people do not roguire any Spanish law-
yers or Spanish fathers.in-law to administer
their affairs,

THE BURDEN OF TAXATION,

Contraction, whether in parsonal or national
expenditure, is not a pleasant process; it is so
wuch easier to expand—to trin our sails to
the favoriug winds of prosperity—than to
take in canvas and make all taut against an
impending storm. And still, unploasant as
the task is, it is precisely what tho American
people are now called upon to submit to,
During the war, when gold, the standard of
viltes, was rising in premium with rapidity,

the opposite sensation was afforded. Mer-
chants  with heavy astocks of merchan-
dise  were constantly and  agresably

smployed 1 “marking up" goods for which
they found a quick sale, as people wers
anxions lo exchange a deprocinting currency
for somelthing possessing intrinsic wvalne.
This was the ern of sandden wenlth, when
fawilies with settled incomes derived from
real estato. or other sources, found the pur-
chasing power of their money suddenly cur-
tailed, but when nearly all those in business
found the amount of their receipts largely in
excess of any depreciation in the intrinsie
value of the cirenlating medinum. This con-
dition of things lasted until the close of #he
war, when the issue of paper money and the
immense exponditures of the Government
suddenly censed.

From that period until the present the
tendency of monetary affairs has been towards
contraction, and fortunate is it for the com-
merce of the country that the process was
not more sudden or violent than it has been.
Gold is now only about twenty per cent.
aboyve par, and this decline in the premium
from 2460, the highest point reached since the
suspension of specie payments, has been
accompanied by comparatively little derange-
ment of the interests of the business com-
munity. That connnerce is. to a certain ex-
tent, prostrated and industry paralyzed is a
fact, but it may be acconnted for by the
operation of other canses than the contrav:
tion of the currepncy. The nation is saddled
with an enormous weight of taxation—a
weight which would tell terribly wupon
its  energies in the most prosperous
times, and which is made none the lighter by
the fact that the conntry is passing through a
financial crisis with respect to its cirenlating
medinm. Taking both these depressing in-
fluences into consideration, it 18 matter for
astonishment not that trade is at a stand-
still, but that there are so few complaints and
#o little real distress., There does not seem
to be much actual want among the laboring
classes, and althongh a general dullness pre-
vails, it is evident that matters are not yet at
their worst. They are bad enough, however,
and it should be the duty of the political eco-
nomist and statesman to inquire as to the
proper steps to be taken to alleviate the
gituation.
